Knesset passes 
abortion law 
by big margin

Israel’s liberalized abortion law 
became official yesterday os the 
Knesset, by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. passed the controversial bill. 

Less than an hour afterwards. 
Torn Front MKs Kalman Kahana, 
Yehuda Melr Abramowitz, Shlomo 
Lorlncz, Avraham Werdiger and 
Shlomo Yaacov Gross Introduced a 
private members’ bill colling for 
cancellation of the abortion law. 

The section of the law that aroused 
the Ire of opponents Is 5(a)V, which 
states that a woman may demand an 
abortion — and get it — if giving 
birth "is liable to cause her or her 
children serious harm by virtue of 
the difficult situation prevailing In 
the woman's family, social milieu or 
surroundings."

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat yesterday conferred with 
his closest political associates in 
an apparent bid to shape up a 
revised position regarding the 
revival of the Geneva Middle 
East conference. The officials 
Sadat consulted Included Vice- 
President Husnt Mobarak, 
Prime Minister Mamdouh 
Salem and Foreign Minister 
iBmail Fahmy. 1 

No details were made available. 
Fahmy, however, had earlier said 
that his government itfll Insisted on 
an early reconvened Geneva con- 
ference. But he made no reference 
either to the March 31 deadline set by 
the UN General Assembly In 
December or the incorporation In the 
conference of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 

Sadat's meeting with his 
associates came on the eve of the 
arrival of UN Secretary -General 
Kurt Waldheim la Cairo this after- 
noon on the first leg of a 10 -day Mid- 
dle East tour. He will visit also Syria, 
Lebanon, Jordan and Israel to dis- 
cuss possible resumption of the 
Geneva talks. 

Waldheim's mission has been 
heavily overshadowed by the visit 
which new U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance is scheduled to make to 
the region later this month. 

Before leaving New York last 
night. Waldheim said he feared that 
if a breakthrough In the Israel-Arab 
negotiating process is not achieved 
"we will have another Middle East 
war In two years' time." 

He s&ld that it might be possible to 
resume the Geneva conference 
sometime In spring, although not by* 
the deadline recommended by the 
UN chiefly at Egypt’s request. 

Waldheim, who had met with 
Vance In Washington before setting 
off to the Middle East, has mentioned 
a number of procedural formulas for 
■ Geneva. One would be for a "pan- 
Arab delegation” including the FLO. 
he said. Another would be for a 
ceremonial session, similar to the 
December 1973 opening, followed im- 
mediately by the formation of 
different working groups to tackle 
the various aspects of the Israel- 
Arab conflict 

When asked about the Arab call for 
setting up a Palestinian state in the 
West Bank and the Gaza atrip, 
Waldheim said that “such a state 
would be too small to survive on its 
own" economically "and would 
need some sort of political ties with, 
for instance. Jordan, and maybe 
even economic ties with Israel." 

The Jordanian newspaper "a- 
Doatour" yesterday quoted 
Waldheim as saying that be would 
meet PLO chief Yasser Arafat dur- 
ing b'.r Middle T.n at tenr, but “et r.n« t 
say where qr when the meeting will 
take place." 


WASHINGTON. — Secretory of 
State Cym* Vance yesterday said It 
was "critically important" that the 
Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference bo reconvened this year. 

At his first news conference since 
taking office. Vance warned that if 
the Middle East situation Is allowed 
to "drag on" this year without 
progress and "we do not proce e d to a 
conference." then "all kinds of dis- 
ruptive factors might occur." 

Reiterating many aspects of 
former Secretary of State 
Kissinger's Middle East policy, 
Vance ruled out U.S. recognition of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion until that group first recognizes 
Israel’s right to exist and accepts 
Security Council resolutions 242 and 
335. This was the same position enun- 
ciated by Kissinger. 


Cold threatens 
economy in U.S. 

NEW YORK. — Arctic weather 
conditions which have thrown 
two million Americans out of 
work ore threatening the conn- 
try's economic recovery, 
economists warned yesterday. 

Some observers predicted the 
U.S. faces a long-term energy 
shortage and said toe situation 
was as bad as the crisis caused by 
the 2973 Arab oil embargo. 

General Motors and Ford have 
already been forced to close some 
factories and GM chairman 
Thomas Murphy said the com- 
pany had lost production of 40.000 
vehicles. < Reuter)

“The PLO up to this point has 
refused to recognize the right of 
Israel to exist or to accept the 
framework of negotiations under UN 
resolutions 242 and 338," the 
Secretary said. "Under these cir- 
cumstances. it Is difficult to see how 
pro g re ss can be made" in finding a 
solution to the problem of Palesti- 
nian representation at the Geneva 
conference. 

"In saying this, however. I want to 
emphasize that we continue to 
believe that the recognition of the 
legitimate interests of the Palesti- 
nian people will be critical to any 
peaceful settlement." he continued. 

Vance said there were a number of 
views held by the parties as to how 
"one might address this issue. This 
Is one of the subjects I would hope 
and expect to discuss with the 
leaders of the various countries 
when I go to the Middle East" 
between February 14 to 21. 

He expressed hope that he would 
return to America with "a better un- 
derstanding of what toe course is to 
follow in this area." 

Asked whether there was any 
possibility that either he or another 
U.S. official would hold discussions 
with "Palestinian representatives," 
Vance replied: "Not at this dime, so 
long as the circumstances are as I in- 
dicated.” 

On the question of an overall 
settlement. Vance said that he did 
not yet have a deadline for achieving 
progress. He said one of the reasons 
he was heading for the Middle East 


so quickly* was that progress might 
be achieved In the near future. "I 
think that the sooner we get at the 
process the better, and, therefore. I 
am going at this point to begin the 
process of our evaluation of the 
situation as seen by the parties In the 
Middle East." 

The Secretary said his visit would 
be followed by visits to Washington 
by Arab and Israel leaden. He 
specifically said that Prime Minister 
Rabin would be Invited irrespective 
of the forthcoming Israel elections. 

Vance was hopeful that his visit to 
the area would lay the necessary 
groundwork — “to develop the 
procedure and the organization 
which will lead to a meeting on the 
Middle East.” He said that following 
the visits and the subsequent review 
of the situation by top American 
policymakers, the U.S. would also 
have to consult with the co-chairman 
of tbe Geneva conference, the Soviet 
Ubion. 

He gave three reasons why he felt 
1977 was a critical year for toe Mid- 
dle East and why a Geneva con- 
ference could result In a positive out- 
come. 

They were: l) The end of the war 
In Lebanon; 2) The greater "cohe- 
sion among toe forces for modera- 
tion in the area;" and 3) The fact 
that "all toe parties have indicated a 
willingness to proceed to Geneva and 
to proceed promptly." 

He said these factors make a 
settlement this year "more con- 
ducive" than in the past. 
"Therefore," he continued," It

MK says Dayan

The Knesset Member also charged 
that only after Dayan finished his 
private dig was an archaeological 
team allowed to work at the site and 
collect the odds and ends. 

Katz also charged that the Israel 
Museum was restoring the sar- 
cophagi for Dayan, even though they 
v*.xr his private proptny. 

It is not known whether or when 
Eltan will reply to Katz. 


Amit, other key men 
quit Labour for DMC

TEL AVIV. — Aluf (Res.) Melr 
Amit and several people is key 
positions in the economy yesterday 
quit the Labour Party and joined the 
Democratic Movement for Change. 

Their move was criticized by 
heads of Histadrut enterprises who 
met here yesterday. Labour's 
secretary-general Melr Zarxnl ex- 
pressed "Sorrow" adding that he 
saw no justification for the move. 

Amit announced that he will leave 
his post as head of the Histadrut's 
Koor Industrial empire In mid- 
March to "devote all my efforts to 
political activity.” 

In letters to Zarxnl and to 
Histadrut secretary-general 
Yeruham Me she I he outlined the 
reasons for bis move: 

"Unfortunately. Labour cannot In- 
troduce the necessary changes ... in 
the economic and social spheres... 


unless an outside force compels It to 
do so," he wrote. 

“We have to strengthen ourselves 
throughout our social and economic 
system, to solidify tbe basis for 
relations with the Jewish people, and 
must prefer moral and spiritual 
values over the materialism which Is 
everywhere." 

“Unless we do so," Amit warned, 
"I don't believe we can face external 
security and political pressures." 

He added that Israel "won't be 
able to make the necessary changes 
unless there is a realignment in the 
government structure, the methods 
of operation, toe electoral system 
and unless there are far-reaching 
changes In the senior leadership... 

"I don't believe that the Labour 
Party, under present circumstances 
has the strength to carry the changes 
through — the system is locked, 
fossilized,'' Amit charged.

TEL AVTV. — The Labour Party’s 
members will today elect their 
delegates to the convention which 
will decide whom to nominate for the 
premiership or whether to elect a 
central committee which will make 
tbe nomination. 

A quarter of a million members 
have the right to vote at the 2,000 
polling stations throughout the coun- 
try. But tbe competition between 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
Defame Minister Shimon Peres, and 
former Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
la not felt. A confident Rabin yester- 
day went as far as saying be believed 
party leaders did not state their 
preferences for the premiership so 
as not to harm their chances In the 
internal elections. 

Several candidates told The 
Jerusalem Post the delegates will be 
chosen on the basis of personal 
friendship and local considerations. 

"The people In the neighbourhood, 
friends and party activists will 
vote." Ya'akov Datz who Is running 
In the Labour cell In the Tel Aviv 
University, said. "They know me. 
We have practically day-to-day con- 
tacts," he added. 

Shalom Tan' ami. who Is running In 
Herzllya. added: “As one who lives 
in toe neighbourhood I believe toe 
voters know my views. When the 
time comes to decide on the can- 
didate for the premiership I'll con- 
sult with them.* 


Chad rebels free the Claustres Ecuador buys 24 e&s 


Mull Dor, who is running in Ram at 
Gan said that of the 100 people whose 
support he requested, only one or 
two asked him whom he supported 
for the premiership. 

In addition to personal acquain- 
tances and the degree to which a 
member had been active in Ms 
branch, the voters are expected to 
take Into account the former factions 
to which the candidate belonged. 

The old Maps!, Rafl and Ahdut 
Ha'avoda factions do not exist when 
policies are debated, but revive when 
issues concerning power arise. 
However, to limit supporters of tbe 
former M&pal faction (which are a 
majority), the constitution says a 
voter can vote for only half the 
delegates his region may send. 

The voters ate to elect some 2,300 
delegates. Most of the SOC members 
of the outgoing Central Committee 
did not put themselves up for re- 
election at the request of the party 
secretary-general Melr Zarml. He 
has said they will be invited to par- 
ticipate in the convention's debates 
and that the delegates elected today 
will decide whether to give them the 
right to vote as well. 

Meanwhile, the internal elections 
are for toe first time to Include Arab 
participation. About 20.000 Arabs 
registered for Party membership in 
the recent Party census, and they 
will now elect 100 delegates to the 
congress, plus 10 Arab members for 
the Party ’a Centre. 


France announced yesterday the 
^liberation of five French citizens kid- 
napped bylguerrilias In Africa in- 
cluding a French woman scientist 
held captive for nearly three years. 

The freeing of two hostages in the 
Chad republic of Central Africa and 
three, men In the jungles of Congo 
was announced by President Valery 
Gi acard d'Estalng’s office. 

Although the two cases were un- 
related, the developments came 
within 12 hours of each other. 

Liberation of the five hostages 
came following intensive French 
diplomatic efforts. The Elysee 
presidential palace announced early 
yesterday that with the intercession 
of Libyan chief of state Ifaammar 
Gaddafi, Chad insurgents had freed 
and handed over to the Libyans 
French ethnologist Francoise 
Claustre and her husband, Pierre. A 
special French military plane' was 
due to bring the Claustres home 
from Tripoli last night. 

Mrs. Claustre, a slender, dark- 
haired woman of 39, had been held 
hostage for nearly three years by 
Chad rebel leader Hlssene Habre in 
the Tibestl desert, in the southern 
Sahara. She spent most of that time 


in a tiny wooden enclosure under 
permanent guard. When her hus- 
*band Pierre, 43, made his way to the 
rebel encampment he was taken 
captive as well. 

Mrs. Claustre had been kidnapped 
with West German Professor 
Christoph Staewen and a French 
aide. Marc Combe, in a raid In which 
Staewen* z wife was fatally wounded. 

While Staewen was recovered by 
Bonn promptly against a ransom fee 
and Combe fled to safety later, Mrs. 
Claustre became a pawn in the 
bands of Habre — a Marxist rebel 
fighting against the French-backed 
Chad regime. 

The Libyan news agency A main a 
parallel statement said the French 
couple were In good health in Tripoli 
and that Mrs. Claustre planned to 
discuss her adventure at a news con- 
ference before returning to France. 

The Elysee Palace said Gaddafi 
Informed President Giscard d’Esta- 
ing at 10.30 p.m. Sunday by 
telephone that the Claustres had 
been released and taken to Tripoli. 

Observers said Gaddafi, a 
standard-bearer of paa-Arabism, 
helped to engineer the CHanstres’ 
liberation as a tribute to France’s 


pro-Arab policies. Recently Libya 
was the first one to acclaim France 
for releasing Palestinian terrorist 
Abu Daoud. 

The Libyan news agency quoted- 
Gaddafi as telling Mrs. Claustre that 
her release demonstrated Islamic 
values Including “kindness for 
women, children and the han- 
dicapped." 

The three French engineers 
released In the Congo Republic were 
kidnapped by guerrillas 16 days ago. 
The three, employed by the Paris- 
based Fougerolle company, were ab- 
ducted by armed men from a jungle 
camp on January 25. They were 
building a railway. 

The attack, in which 15 Congole.e 
died, was alleged to have been made’ 
by guerrillas of the Cabinda Libera- 
tion Front fFLEO, fighting for in- 
dependence for the Angola enclave 
of Cabinda. 

The three men, whose names 
were not given, were doe In Paris 
last night after being freed. 

Mrs. Claus tre’s ordeal started on 
the night of April 21. 1*74. when 
Toubou rebels led by Hlssene Habre 
stormed the northern Qad village of

WASHINGTON. — Ecuador has 
signed a firm contract with Israel 
Aircraft Industries for the 
purchase of 24 mach 2.3 Kflr fighter- 
bombers at a base price of 3150m., 
"Aviation Week and Space 
Technology" reports this week. 

The magazine said that Israel is 
required to obtain an export licence 
1 from the State Department before 
exporting tbe Kflr because it Is 
powered by the U.S.-made General 
Electric J79 engine. Under U.S. law, 
third country transfers of U.S.- 


supplied arms or technology require 
prior U.S. approval on a case-by- 
case basis. 

“Aviation Week" said that neither 
the State Department nor General 
Electric had been contacted formal- 
ly for the licence approval as of late 
last week. It noted however that 
Israel authorities did make “a top- 
level verbal request to the former 
Ford Administration for an export 
licence permitting the J79 sale to 
Ecuador." No approval, "verbal or 
written, has been given, but Israel 
officials say they expect a positive 
answer in the near future," it added.

400 black Rhodesian children abducted 
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SALISBURY — Black nationalist 
guerrillas have abducted about 400 
African schoolchildren from two 
Rhodesian mission schools and herd- 
ed them across the border Into 
Botswana, official sources said 
yesterday. The children were seised 
at gunpoint near Tull, about 560 km. 
southwest of Salisbury. 

No details were given by govern- 
ment officials here, but a group of 
reporters- was flown to Tull to Inter- 
view the children’s parents. 

The reported abduction was blam- 


ed on Insurgents operating from 
Botswana. 

Observers here recalled a similar 
case at the Roman Catholic St. 
Albert’s Mission in northeast 
Rhodesia In mId-1973, when about 
350 students and mission staff were 
taken. Most of the students were able 
to escape and return, although 25 
students and African staff remain 
unaccounted for.

pupils were aged betweem 24 and 19 
years. 

Poliee sources here said that once 
inside Botswana they would be flown 
to Zambia for military training un- 
der the direction of Zimbabwe 
African Peoples Union (ZAFU).

DOVEV. — Foreign Minister Yigal 
Allo n yesterday ' reiterated Israel’s 
firm opposition to the presence of 
Syrian forces' In south Lebanon, 
stressing that Israel could not 
tolerate a situation in which the 
Israel-Lebanese border area 
became a "confrontation zone” with 
tiie Arab states. 

Denying reports that Israel would 
like to see a military "vacuum” in 
south Lebanon, Allon said Israel 
would welcome the presence of 
genuine Lebanese army units there 
to keep the peace. 

Speaking, to newsmen here Allon 
said that Israel is doing its best to 
avoid any possible crisis by resor- 
ting to diplomatic means to control 
Syrian influence in south Lebanon. 

. Allon stressed that there is no dis- 
pute between Israel and Lebanon, 
but he hoped that “certain rules 
which were not specified, written or 
signed agreements” would be main- 
tained by both sides. 

There was heavy fire between 
Christians and leftists on the 
Lebanese side of the border yester- 
day. The bombardment abated while ■ 
AD on was in the Dovev .area, but 
resumed after he continued his 
northern tour to Metulla. 

In Metulla Allon said he feared the 
heavy clashes between the waning 
factions in the area could prompt 
further Syrian intervention. 

At the Metulla "Good Fence” 
Allon was an eyewitness to the battle 
on the other side of the border with 
shells failing close to the Israeli 
border in the Ayoun valley. Heavy 
clashes between the Christian 
militias and leftist forces continued 
last night with both sides using ar- , 
tnjery and heavy machineguns. 

At least two Lebanese were killed 
and 10 others wounded in the heavy 
clashes on Sunday night. Two Chris- 
tian civilians were killed as Palesti- 
nian and leftist forces shelled the 1 
village of Debel, about five 
kilometres north of Biranit, in the. 
central sector of the frontier. Ten 
Lebanese were injured in an acci- 
dent when two cars driving with 
doused lights to escape the notice of 
artillery spotters crashed on a road 
near Klea. After treatment at the 
Metulla clinic, two of the injured 
Lebanese were sent to Safad 
hospital. 

Only a few persons came to the 
Metulla clinic yesterday and no

Throughout yesterday Christian 
tanks and armoured personnel 
carriers were seen operating on the 
south Lebanon highway and on the 
outskirts of the Moslem village of 
Bala. 

Lebanese at the “Good Fence” 
said tbat Colonel Ahmed Khatib's 
Lebanese Arab Army, which was 
stationed in the area. Is on the point 
of collapse. Phalangista said that 
more than 1,000 soldiers and sup- 
porters of the force are trying to 
leave the area in a hurry. 

.Meanwhile, it was reported that 
CoL Khatfb himself is under house 
arrest in Damascus. 

UPI reports from Beirut: 

Lebanese government officials are 
studying conditions put forth by 
Israel on the movement of Arab 
peace-keeping forces close to Its 
border. Foreign Ministry sources 
said yesterday. - . 

The sources said the conditions 
were: 

• Troop movements In the south of 
Lebanon should be in coordination 
with Israel. 

• Arab peace-keeping forces 
stationed In the area should not ex- 
ceed a certain number, to be agreed 
upon with the Israeli military com- 
mand. 

• The Arab forces should be kept 
away from "certain areas” Israel 
considers sensitive for her own 
security. 

The U.S. has given Lebanon 
assurances that Israel will not make 
a military move against the south, 
according to Beirut newspapers.

They were outside, on the plaza 
across the street, where an 
emotional religious womens’ 
demonstration against the law was 
in progress. 

A few hours after the Knesset 
passed the abortion bill, Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren declared 
that it should be rescinded. "This is 
the first time that the Knesset has 
passed a law that clearly violates the 
Tora," he said. 

In a statement to The Jerusalem 
Post , the Chief Rabbi stated that the 
law violates both the first command- 
ment in the Tora ("Be fruitful and 
multiply”) and one of the Ten Com- 
mandments ("Thou shall not 
murder”). The law can have "no 


moral force” and must be rescinded, 
be said. 

Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef said yesterday that the abor- 
tion taw "which permits the murder 
of embryos, is a threat to the Tora; 
and anyone who works to defeat it 
frees Israel of shame and will 
receive the blessing of the Lord.” 

However, gynaecologist Moshe 
Lancet, chairman of the Society of 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology, ex- 
pressed bis satisfaction at the 
passage of the bill. He said It would 
give legal sanction to a practice 
which doctors had long felt called 
upon to carry out illegally. 

While the law bad its faults, he 
said, this was inevitable in legisla- 
tion connected with such a personal 
matter. He added that he felt most of 
his colleagues were also happy about 
passage of the bill. 

He admitted that some 
gynaecologists might feel a certain 
drop in their incomes. But he noted 
that doctors could perform abortions 
privately in private hospitals, witb 
the approval of a recognized com- 
mittee, under the new law.

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin last 
night cautioned Israel’s neighbours 
not to take "our patience" over the 
events in Lebanon recently as "a 
sign of weakness or a change In our 
policy." 

. "Our main interest is Israel's 
security," Rabin told 230 Americans 
. and Canadians at the closing dinner 
of the 1977 Prime Minister's Israel 
Bond Conference at the Jerusalem 
Hilton. He said Israel expects that 
the developments in Lebanon will be 
"corrected by peaceful, diplomatic 
means." 

Peace, the Premier said, will 
always stand at the top of Israel’s 
agenda. He added tbat his govern- 
ment has taken Initiatives In the past 
that “might create conditions for 
progress towards peace during 1977 
or 1978.” 

If the' Arabs are generally ready 
for real negotiations, he stated, they 
will find Israel "a strong, reasonable 
and forthcoming partner." But if the 
Arabs are not ready to negotiate, "I 
can promise them that we will not be 
taken by surprise again.” 

Sam Rothberg, general chairman 
of Israel Bonds, presented Rabin 
with the Prime Minister's Club pin, 
for which members of the audience 
had each bought at least $25,000 • 
worth of bonds. 

As Rothberg announced the 
pledges one by one — several per- 
sons in the. audience bad decided to 
buy one million dollars worth of 
bonds — Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rablnowitz smiled from the dais.

Hanauer will either be remanded 
into 15 days’ custody or released on a 
m. 5 o.ooo bank guarantee.'

The Increase In money supply in 
January will require the governor of 
the Bank of Israel to submit a special 
report to the government and the 
Knesset Finance Committee. He is 
required to do so whenever the 
money supply increases by more 
than 15 per cent in six months. Since 
June 1976. when he last filed such a 
report, the means of payment in- 
creased by over 16 per cent.

Wilson to Israel: 
Factions hamper 
peace efforts

LONDON. — Former British 
premier Sir Harold Wilson has ad- 
vised Israel against over-indulging 
in “factionalism" In this election 
year, leat it hamper the search for 
peace. 

Hb was speaking at the opening 
session of the 70th Conference of 
Poate Zion, the British Labour 
Zionist Movement, on Sunday night. 
The British Labour leader was laud- 
ed tor hla unswerving support for 
Israel, particularly by Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon. MK. who brought greetings 
from Israel’s labour movement. 

Wilson prefaced his advice by 
saying: “1 never Interfere In other 
countries’ political affairs." Still, he 
expressed anxiety at internal fac- 
tionalism In Israel, which he feared 
would hamper the battle against in- 
flation and economic problems at 
home and delay International efforts 
for peace. 

He praised Prime Minister Rabin 
for his call to bring the “spirit of 
Helsinki" to the Middle East, and 
regretted that Rabin's plea had not 
received the International attention 
it deserved. 

Greengrocers 
advance strike 

to March 6

The nktforiwide shutdown of cen- ■ 
tral retail produce markets has been 
advanced from April 17 to March 6. 

The Independent greengrocers, 
who operate stalls in the large urban 
open-air fruit-and-vegetable 
markets, are protesting Treasury 
regulations requiring them to main- 
tain books for tax purposes. 

They "struck" last month for 
three days, just before the Knesset 
waa to consider a private members' 
bill, supported by the Likud, which 
would have exempted retailers from 
compulsory bookkeeping. 

When the hill was defeated, the 
greengrocers announced they would 
close down from April 17 to May 17 — 
election day. 

In a meeting in Jerusalem yester- 
day, the national greengrocers* coor- 
dinating committee voted to clone 
down earlier — on March 6— "tor an 
indefinite period, until Finance 
Minister Yehoshua Rablnowttx 
directs the income tax commissioner 
to rescind the bookkeeping order." 

A committee spokesman aald the 
March shutdown would affect not 
only greengrocers in the central 
markets but neighbourhood produce 
shpps too. 

Transit tax 
to be levied at 
Jordan spans .

A transit tax of LLJ5 la to be 
levied from today on all those who 
cross the Jordan River, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The military government of the 
West Bank said the tax would be 
levied on tourists and visitors from 
neighbouring countries alike. Both 
those entering and those leaving will 
have to pay. 

The Tourism Ministry spokesman 
noted that some 50,000 tourists 
entered Israel from Jordan last 
year. Many of them are charter • 
groups originating in areas from 
which Israel does not allow charters. 
The groups spend a few days in Jor- 
dan, then visit Israel and return by 
way of Amman. 

Some 13,000 tourists who live in 
neighbouring countries also visited 
Israel last year, the spokesman said. 
He noted that these statistics did not 
Include the 120,000 “summer 
visitors'* who came last year. 
Although the Utter officially receive 
permission to visit their families In 
the West Bank, they also tour Israel.

Zadok: Internal fights shouldn’t 
be mistaken for weakness

Justice Minister Haim Zadok 
yesterday cautioned the Arabs not to 
mistake Israel’s “rivalries, 
squabbles ond recriminations” — es- 
pecially during an election year ~ t 
for internal weakness. 

Addressing a breakfast meeting of 
the 1977 Prime Minister's Israel 
Bond Conference At the Jerusalem 
Hilton. Zadok said that, since the 
Torn Kippur War, Israel has con- 
ducted its disagreements "out in the 
open, fur all the world to sec." “I 
sometimes fear," he added, "that 
Arab leaders arc not fomliiar with 
the strengths a free people can 
generate in times of crisis." 

“I see you are ail reading The 
Jerusalem Past and are intimately 
concerned with our problems.** 
Zadok told the 290 American and 
Canadian Bond leaders. “I know you 
must be disturbed by cases of 
embezzle meet and corruption here." 
But the true lest of a democracy, the 
Minister asserted. Is not whether 
such coses occur — but rather how 
the authorities react when susnieion 


of wrongdoing is raised. Holland has 
not beer, immune to corruption on 
the highest levei. he noted, and 
neither has the U.S. 

He said the Israel Government 
hopes retribution against offenders 
will deter others from wrongdoing. 

"We are acting vigorously and un- 
flinchingly in such cases, regardless 
of the social or political connections 
of the accused. “ the Minister stated. 
“However, we must protect an in- 
dividual’s fundamental rights." 

Zadok added that there should be 
no “trial by the media and no con- 
demnation before trial. We must not 
make a mockery of the rule that a 
person is presumed innocent until he 
la proven guilty." 

Asked to predict the results of the 
release by the French of terr o rist 
Abu Daoud. Zadok said he expected 
that the world’s reaction to the affair 
would “bring about a tightening of 
the struggle” by various countries 
against terrorism. Israel is “quite 
satisfied" with the reaction by the 
U.S. and other Western countries to 
the release, he concluded.

Civil rights in international society 
were a recurring theme in Vance’s 
first news conference, partly 
because of a statement by President 
Garter on Sunday casting doubt on 
the wisdom of the U.S. speaking out 
on violations of human rights in the 
Soviet Union. 

Vance said he will be taking a trip 
to Moscow in March to discuss the 
Strategic Arms Limitation agree- 
ment, and said an arms negotiator 
would be named by the .White House 
later yesterday. White House sources 
said on Sunday that Paid Zarafee, a 
former Defence Department official, 
would be named to the post.

Spain releases ‘Red Duchess’ 


Richard: Hoping to involve U.S. 


LUSAKA, Zambia. — British envoy 
Ivor Richard wound up his southern 
African shuttle yesterday with new 
hopes of a Joint Anglo-American in- 
itiative to revive talks on'acMevinga 
peaceful settlement in Rhodesia. 

The British negotiator talked with 
William Etekl-Mfaoumoua, 
secretary-general of the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity (OAU) , about 
Rhodesia’s rejection of a new British 
plan to resume last fall's abortive 
Geneva Conference. 

- After the meeting, Richard told 
reporters the British government 
“will be consulting our major ally, 
the United States” on what new steps 
should be taken jointly to reconvene 
the Geneva Conference. 


Richard was scheduled to. have 
further discussions on the Rhodesian 
situation with Zambian president 
Kenneth Kaunda before returning to 
Britain via Nairobi, Kenya, after his 
month-long diplomatic mission. 


MADRID. — Police yesterday 
released Spain’s colourful “Red 
Duchess” — the Duchess of Medina 
Sidonia — who was detained bn Sun- 
day in a mass roundup by police 
looking for -suspects In last week's 
wave of political killings. 

About 200 people, most of them ex- 
treme leftists, were still held yester- 
day. But there was no indication that 
those arrested had anything to do 
with the shootings of three 
policemen and of five Communist 
lawyers last week. 

The Duchess, Luisa Isabel Alvarez 
de Toledo Maura, who returned to 
Spain from France last year after 
five years of self-imposed exile, had 
been detained with her 21 -year-old 
son and her woman secretary. All 
three were released. 

Police searched the Duchess' 
bouse near Santander in northern 


Spain before taking her for question- 
ing. It was not immediately known if 
any charges had been filed against 
her. 


The eruption of terrorist killings 
seemed to bring Spanish political 
forces closer together rather than 
achieve the presumed aim of spark- 
ing conflict. Sunday's newspapers 
contained memorial notices signed 
by the Communist Party that listed 
the names of three «i *iw policemen 
and then said: "Assassinated by the 
enemies ' of democracy and of co- 
existence among Spaniards.” 


It was the first time since the 1936- 
39 Civil War that the still-outlawed 
Cbmmunist Party had publicly made 
such conciliatory statements about 
the police, who for so long helped 
repress the party. (Reuter, 
UPI)

U.S. — 
maybe the only place many of them 
could warmth a« a severe winter 

chill cut deep Into the supply of 
natural gas. At least 54 persons have 
died from weather-related causes. 

Strict orders for .lowering the con- 
sumption- of gas have done some 
good, the Federal Power Commis- 
sion said, but that has brought 
layoffs of millions of workers and 
closed thousands 6f businesses and 
schools. : • 

The forecast for much of the U.S. 
yesterday called for continued cold 
for at least the next two days. A 
storm brought snow and sleet to the 
South, from- central Texas to 
Georgia, Sunday and early yester- 
day. Heavy snow fell in Texas and 

Tmifjriana. . 

At least 11 states instituted 
emergency plans to deal with the 
fuel shortage and that apparently 
lessened the chance that fuel 
problems would lead to cutbacks in 
home heating. Officials of four ma- 
jor natural gas pipelines said Sunday 
their supplies were beginning to in- 
crease. 

But to preserve what natural gas 
was available in the Northeast and 
Midwest, states ordered nonessen- 
tial businesses closed. More than one 
million persons were laid off in Ohio 
alone. 

New York and Pennsylvania were 
among states that closed some 
schools. 

The natural gas shortage resulted 
from the brutally cold winter that in- 
creased demand. The winter has 
been so cold that in Detroit, for ex- 
ample, the temperature hasn't been 
above freezing since Christmas Day 
— when it was 35. 

Congress met in Washington 
yesterday to consider President 
Carter’s Emergency Natural Gas 
Bill aimed at getting fuel to areas .of 
shortage. Senate leaders have said 
that a vote could come by today, un- 
less tbe bill is slowed down by 
amendments. (AP) 


OPORTO. — A special congress of 
Portugal's ruling Socialist Party 
ended here on Sunday night without 
completing its aim — drawing up a 
revision of party statutes. 

The failure further revealed a split 
In the party between the left-of- 
centre Prime Minister Mario Soares 
and a rebel Marxist faction. 

Soares's minority government Is 
struggling with a deep economic 
crisis, and its unpopular austerity 
■ measures are strongly opposed by - 
the Cbmmunist-doznlnate 5 L.tE.Ade-''. 
unions. This has sparked rumours" 
that the right-wing may stage a coup 
to end the impasse. 


At the party conference, only a few 
of the 81 articles concerning party 
principles, rules of admission, dis-

Peru arms purchase worries U.S. 


WASHINGTON. — Peru has com- 
pleted a new arms deal with the 
Soviet Union, opening the way for an 
increase in the number of Soviet 
military advisers, U.S. intelligence 
sources report. 

General Victor Velasquez, a high- 
ranking Peruvian officer, is said to 
have worked out an agreement in 
Moscow recently for the purchase of 
Soviet air defence missiles and 
radar ^ and six helicopters. He. also, 
concluded details of an feaiTUr 
agreement under which Russia will 
deliver 38 ' advanced SU22 fighter- 


bombers. . 

U.S. sources said there are now 
about 75 Russian military advisers 
in Peru And additional Soviet 
technicians are expected to help the 
Peruvian armed forces learn to han- 
dle the new Soviet equipment. * 
Israeli sources said the Russians 
underbid both Israel and France by 
offering very low interest rates and 
long payment terms in the sale of the 
,36 SU22 flghter-bojnbers. Israel^

NBC gets TV rights 
for Moscow Olympics 

MOSCOW. — The Nati onal Broad- 
casting Company (NBC) will have 
exclusive rights to show tbe 1980 
Moscow Olympics on U.S. television 
under an agreement with the Soviet 
Union which could cost the 
'American network up to a record 
8100m. - 

Details of the agreement reached 
on Sunday were not announced, but 
sources close • to previous 
negotiations which involved all three 
U.S. networks said the Soviets- 
wanted a 850m . down-payment and a 
total price of 83.00m. 

If the figure in the NBC pact is 
close to that, it would be a worldwide 
, record for any television broadcast 
rights. (UPI)

Though the department has 
developed six games, most of the 
enrichment (or “fun") material is in 
the form of work sheets.

Some teachers were concerned 
that If the outcome of the work-sheet 
or game - was too -obvious, pupils 
would "“cheat" and complete It 
without - doing -the required- miths:

“Once,” Rina said. “1 was in one 
of the classes and brought a new 
game In which you put together a 
puzzle by solving algebra problems. 

I was ready to leave but one boy was 
stm working on his puzzle and had 
three cards to go. I asked if he knew 
what the puzzle was supposed to be 
in the end, and he said yes, but he 
wouldn’t fit In the last three pieces 
until he solved the required 
problems. 

“What makes this project unique 
Is that the materials are developed 
from what we see In the classroom 
and not from theorizing done here at 
the Institute," Prof. Bruckheimer 
said. “The two schools at which Rina 
and her colleagues work Intensively 
are only the atone we throw in the 
water. Once the materials are 
developed there, they are spread 
around to other schools. However, 
teachers who want to use them 
either have to come to our seminars 
or get them through the madrich 
(Instructor) who helps them imple- 
ment our ordinary curriculum."

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Hilton chef shares his secrets 


WANT TO Warm a delicate dish In 
your oven — without burning it? 
Plnce It on a abed of aluminium foil 
which In turn rests on a bed of suit, 
about a centimetre thick. 

This was just one of the cooking 
secrets revealed by chef Walter 
Plendner at a demonstration session 
fur the International Women’s Club 
at the Tel Aviv Hilton last week. 
Plendner, 32, c&mo to Israel from 
the Hilton in Melbourne. 

An Austrian, he began working as 
a chef at the age of 17 and 10 years 
later had became the youngest chef 
in the hotel chain — at the Hilton In 
Nicosia. In Tel Aviv, he supervises 
four restaurants, with 00 cooks, who 
prepare some 4,000 meals a day. 

Among his many posts has been 
Trinidad in the West Indies, the 
home of chicken calypso, one of the 
dishes which he demonstrated. The 
preparation Is basically chicken' 
Kiev, with a West Indian flavour. 

To prepare the dish, chef Plendner 
carefully flattened out a boned 
breast of chicken, keeping it between 
two sheets of plastic to make sure it 
stayed intact. Sprinkling the chicken 
with n few drops of Angostura 
Bitters, he wrapped It around a 
quarter of a banana and a slice of 
smoked goose breast. He then bread- 
ed the little package of chicken 
twice, using shredded coconut in- 
stead of bread crumbs. 

After leaving the preparation In 
the freezer to set (he pointed out it

The ladies also viewed'the 
preparation of a cream of tomato 
and avocado soup and a strawberry 
and orange salad — served in a 
hollowed orange and garnished with 
a crystallized strawberry and mar- 
zipan stem and leaf. 

The group, which has some 200 
members, was founded six years ago 
to enable the women of the 
diplomatic corps to meet Israelis. 
Rather than formal gatherings, the 
women have tours, study groups, 
and a cooking circle. Paige! Braude, 
president of the group, pointed out 
that while same SC came to the Hilton 
luncheon, about 150 usually turn up 
for the archaeology study group. 

The cooking circle, headed b; 
Adina Gottcsman and Maria 
Konstantopoulos. wife of the Greek 
diplomatic representative, generally 
holds its demonstrations In the 
members' homes. One such 
programme now being planned will 
feature the preparation of cJtofrnf. 

Foreigners and Israelis alike 
seemed Impressed by the giant 
kitchens, the meal and especially the 
demonstration. 

As one woman put it. the ‘"The 
thing I liked best was the chef.”

“CALL ME DOV." says the greying 
man behind the counter. 

He has had many aliases In his 
time And doesn’t bother much about 
real names. Back in 1047. he helped 
to sail the Emdwt. “Not like they 
showed In the film. The real stuff." 

When Dov eventually came to set- 
tle In Israel, after being Involved for 
almost 15 years In BriAn (escape! 
operations, he decided to take It oasy 
nnd opened a small cafe in Rchov 
Jaboitnsky, which In those days was 
almost outside Td Aviv proper. “But 
I H»rf friends, people with whom I’d 
worked on the job of bringing Jewish 
refugees to Palestine. They promis- 
ed to patronize my cafe and they 
were as good as their word." 

The night Dov opened his es- 
tablishment, in 1950, Golds. Melr was

the guest of honour. And when she 
had time she would drop in for a 
glass of orange Juice. But that was 
fairly seldom. 

Other friends kept their promise to 
make "Cafe Exodus" their meeting 
place. Dayan used to come whenever 
he could. Shimon Peres was a fre- 
quent visitor. Ephraim Doke!, who 
was Dov's superior in the Brilur, 
c^mes still when he goes fur a stroll. 

But nowadays most of the former 
clientele of “Cafe Exodus" simply 
have no time to spend an hour or two 
in the company of other old-timers. 
“Some are Cabinet Ministers, others 
live in Jerusalem these days." says 
Dov. “Hlstadrut key men ltkU to 


come here where they can rfiwua* 
matters away from the telephonist." 

"Cafe Exodus" is a tight-fit inside, 
the tables arc rickety and the chairs 
hard. In the summer, most people 
prefer sitting at tables cr. the pave- 
ment, In spite of the noise made by 
the traffic at what is now a busy in- 
tersection. The place has a certain 
something which draws the 
customers and keeps them coming... 
young people, too. 

Pnlrons and staff form a kind of 
family at the “Exodus," in*thc tradi- 
tion of those Tel Aviv cafes that arc 
now part of the city's history — 
“Shelcg Halevonon.” "Retzky’s." 
“Ararat" and “Kassit." 

The cakes are rich ar.d delicious. 
"But you should try our borscht and 
pirosr/i/.-i. They’re the best In town."

do for

HOWEVER many years you can; 
manage'to go without new clothes for*' " 
yourself; there is very little you can 
do fin* a growing chDd except take Mm 
shopping. Unless, that Is. you are 
handy wltha needle. And It’s worth it 
nowadays, with children’s clothing 
costing very little less than adults'. 

Even if you’ve never done it 
before,- making children's clothes is 
not as difficult as you might im- 
agine. But it’s worth investing In a 
basic sewing course before you 
begin. 

Wlzo, for example, run a six- 
month once -a- week course in most 
large towns, where for I LB 00 you can 
learn to make acceptable clothes for 
the whole family. You are taught 
how to use a sewing machine, how to- 
choose the fabric, And, most Impor- 
tant, bow to design your own pattern. 

Wlzo also run a three-month sew- 
ing course which uses the patterns 
printed In “Burda” magazine. The 
six-month course, on the other hand, 
shows In very great detail bow to 
design a simple pattern according to 
the exact size of whichever member 
of the family you happen to be sew- 
ing for. 

They have also put out a book of 
patterns for young children, “Blgdel 
Yeladim." available from most Wlzo 
centres— but, alas, only in Hebrew. 
However, as the sketches use the 
minimum of words, and 
measurements are of course given In 
centimetres, with even only the most 
basic Hebrew you should find you 
can make use of the book. 

If this Is beyond you, and you can't 
get hold of any decent dress patterns 
In English here, then the British 
Council Library in Jerusalem has

three or four books an sewing for 
children. 

Or you can do what I did for the 
first dress I made my daughter. Z 
chose the simplest dress she had. 
consisting only of a back and a front. 
I laid it on a big sheet of brown 
paper, drew an outline, leaving about 
an inch width all the way round, then 
cut out the "pattern” and pinned it 
on to the fabric. The dress came out 
surprisingly well, considering it cost 
roc nothing at all — I used the 
material from an old skirt of my 
own. 

As far as fabric is concerned, mak- 
ing clothes for small children means 
one can make use of remnants. Look 
for them in your local drapery shop, 
or In the wholesale places around the 
Shalom Tower In Tel Aviv — or at 
any Mas kit shop (but make sure, 
you’ve got a clothes fabric, and not 
one Intended for furniture, which 
won’t wash so well). Never buy a 
fabric remnant without opening it up 
and examining it — very often you'll 
find a defect, or that the shape of the 
remnant isn’t at all what you'd ex- 
pected. 

Another good place to find cheaper 


fabrics is Ata’s "reduced" shop in 
Rchov Ben Hillel. where very attrac- 
tive materials are sold at much 
cheaper prices than in normal fabric 
shops. 

If you feel that sewing Lb beyond 
you. but you’d like to learn to knit or 
crochet, then branches of Empisal 
teach both — for free. This has 
stopped for the sales period, but 
afterwards you can go In at any time 
for a' lesson.

ABRAHAM YEKEL 


IN ME MORI AM 


Building bridges 


ABRAHAM YEKEL was run over 
and killed Just outside his home a 
month ago. The tragedy of this un- 
necessary waste of a human life 
becomes all the more poignant when 
the person lost to society Is 
somebody as irreplaceable as 
Abraham Yokel, director of the 
International Cultural Centre tor 
Youth. 

I first met Yekel at Ben Shemen 
when I was the bead of Youth Aliya 
and he was an inspired helper of Dr. 
Siegfried Lehmann, tbe remarkable 
founder of the youth village. 
Abraham was a survivor of the 
Holocaust and had later served in 
World War II, receiving a decoration 
for bravery. He was greatly in- 
fluenced by Lehmann, the humanist 
who constantly worked for a better 
understanding between Jews and 
Arabs. And it was the humane and 
civilized atmosphere of Ben Shemen 
which helped Yekel to recover from 
his horrifying experiences in the 
Holocaust and the war. 

When we were looking fora man to 
head the International Cultural Cen- 
tre for Youth in Jerusalem, which 
alms at bringing together the 
cultures of Israel! youth and those of 
other __ nations and broadening the 
horizons of our own youth, Yekel was 
one of the candidates for this 
pioneering and educational post. 

He proved to be the ideal choice. 
He moulded a group of workers Into 
an inspired team which expanded 
the ICCY's work to more than 100 
settlements and some 400 
educational centres in Israel, with 
the centre of activity In Jerusalem. 

The ICCY Is also active in Arab, 
and Druse settlements and I had 
recently talked to Yekel about 
broadening the ICCY's work even 
further amongst the youth of the 
-mim«4tids, J . so a5s' to Integrate the 
Arab and Druse youths fully Into 
•Israeli society.' • 

Dr. Lehmann’s Ideal was to bring 
the Jews and Arabs together. Yekel 
was fortunate enough to turn these 
ideate into practical realitles.Thte 
was done through the ICCY’s 
branches In East Jerusalem at Belt 
David and in Shuafat. Immediately 
after the Six Day War, Yekel began 
to work out a plan to bring together 
the Arabs of East Jerusalem with 
the capital’s other citizens. The 
ICCY was the first project which 
reached Arab, Armenian and 
Druse youth, and brought them into 
contact with Jewish youth In cultural 
and educational activities. 

Yekel built up the ICCY to what it 
is today, gaining the cooperation of 
the Ministry of Education, the 
Jerusalem Municipality, other 
municipalities an.d voluntary 


organizations. He believed in man as 
the focal point of society and 
creativity, and did all he could to 
build a healthier youth in all corners 
of the country. He also established 
ties with friends of the ICCY in the 
U.S., Switzerland and other coun- 
tries. who helped in expanding the 
work of the centre. 

In his lectures abroad, he captured 
people’s imagination. The exhibition 
on American Jewry at the ICCY was 
put on in order to strengthen the ties 
between Diaspora and Israeli youth: 
it taught the latter something about 
Jewish communities all over the 
world. 

Abraham Yekel was a model 
educator, a man with a personality 
that won trust and built bridges. He 
was a writer and collaborated with 
Prof. Norman Bcntwich In a book on 
Ben Shemen. A few weeks before be 
was tragically killed, he had com- 
pleted a paper about the ICCY which 
will be published in his memory. 

Abraham had many plans for 
furthering the work of the ICCY in 
the north of the country and In the 
Negev. He had also intended to ex- 
pand the work of the ICCY among 
the Arabs, as the success with Belt 
David and Shuafat had exceeded 
everyone’s most optimistic hopes. 

Yekel did not like talking about 
himself, especially about the things 
that happened to him during World 
War n. He was called up to the 
Polish Army under General Anders, 
and fought against the Nazis. 

In 1943, he joined the Allied Eighth 
Army in Italy, taking part in the bat- 
tle for Monte Cassino. During this 
battle he was badly wounded and 
spent several months in temporary 
hospitals. For his acts of valour, he 
was awarded the highest honour in 
the ' Polish army, the “Vtrtuti 
MiUtri." - 

Yekel saw the fight against 
Nazism as a necessity, but he sought 
peace between nations. After the 
War. he moved to London with the 
Polish Corps, studied at the universi- 
ty, and afterwards came on aliya to 
Palestine, where he settled at Ben 
Shemen. 

I talked to Yekel on many oc- 
casions. He voiced his opinions about 
affairs of state which bothered him. 
He was deeply distressed by the 
negative aspects in our society and 
dreamed of a better and more just 
society. He worked without cessation 
to make his dreams practical 
realities, and tried to implant in the 
youth who visited the ICCY a desire 
to repair the faults in our society. 

Abraham Yekel will be 
remembered by all those who knew 
and worked with him as a great 
educator, a man at one with himself 
and his Creator. AfOSHE KOL

.. THIS special concert — presenting 
the same programme conducted by 
Arturo Toscanini at the Inaugural 
■ concert 40 years ago — aroused so 
much nostalgia, that It is difficult to 
review it' critically. In addition, a 
Jerusalem re v i ew er not used to the 
acoustics of the Mann Auditorium 
ftniig it hard to accustom himself to 
the "fbreign" surroundings and con- 
ditions. 

A festive audience, a stage crowd- 
ed with players and overflow public, 
plus a. profusion of flowers, the 
'delightful compering by Maestro 
Zubin Mehta himself — all added to 
the elation felt throughout the even- 
ing. The orchestra gave ot its best. 
Inspired by the occasion and Mehta's 


•leadership. Only the Brahms 
Symphony sounded too thick in. tex- 
ture (from my seat I heard more Of 
' the tuba than of any other instru- 
ment, with the woodwinds in par- 
ticular too faint all the way through) . 
But Mehta managed to build up a 
most Imposing climax at the right 
moment and evoked stormy 
applause. 

- A brilliant and. light-footed Rossini 
opened the programme. The heaven- 
ly Schubert Symphony after the 
heavy Brahms was sheer beauty. 
Meir Rimon at the horn and Uxi 
Shoham on the flute added their ex- 
cellence to the charm of the 
Mendelssohn excerpts, and, of 
course,, the "Oberon” Overture 
’ aroused excitement and enthusiasm 
with Zubin Mehta’s magnificent 
reading and the orchestra's brilliant 
performance. 

Standing ovations and endless 
applause ushered In the next 40 
years, with the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra in better shape than ever 
before. 


CHAD RELEASES CLAUSTRES 


(Oo uMm ad tram page one) 
Bardai, killing two officers and Mrs. 
Staewen. The rebels took with them 
three hostages. Dr. Staewen, Mrs. 
Claustre and Combe. 

The West German Government 
paid a 4m. franc ransom for the 
release of Dr. Staewen six weeks 
after the kidnapping, while the 
French Government started study- 
ing Habre's demands for the release 
-of Mrs. Claustre and Combe. 

French efforts to release them 
were hampered after Major Pierre 
Galopin, a French officer sent to 
negotiate with the rebels, was ex- 
ecuted by the Toubous in April 1975 
after they discovered he had led 
Chad troops against them. Combe 
managed to escape from his captors 
in his Landrover a month later. 

The plight of Mrs. Claustre caused 
indignation in France when millions 
of television viewers saw her sob- 
bing bitterly as she denounced the, 
French Government for failing to 
free her. 

Checking hack tears. Mrs. 
Claustre told her interviewers: “I 
would never have thought the 
French Government could he so 
cowardly." 

French negotiation with the 
Toubous caused embarrassment in 
Paris since Habre's demand for the 
10m. francs ransom, part in cash and 
part in military equipment, 
threatened relations with Chad, a 
former French colony. Chad's 
military rulers, angry at France's 
negotiations with the rebels, accused 
the French Government of violating 
the country's sovereignty. 

Mrs. Claustre 's husband, Pierre, 
disappointed with the slow pace of 
negotiations, tried to bring the 
guerrillas the arms they wanted. But 
the weapons were seized in Niger 
and Claustre was himself taken as 


hostage by the Toubous. 

The release of the Claustre s ap- 
parently followed a power shift in the 
rebel leadership. The Libyan news 
agency- said the Libyans had con- 
tacted the rebels in the area of 
TIbesti. . 

The guerrillas, led by Paris- 
educated Maoist Habre, were- at the 
time of the kidnap fighting the 
government of Chad President Ngar- 
ta Tombalbaye,' later killed in a 
coup. 

Arna said the rebel leader in 
TIbesti. Goukouni Oueddei, "showed 
thorough comprehension" of the 
problem and told-Llbya he was ready 
to hand over the Claustres. But 
Habre apparently disagreed. 

Arna stated: “As -a result, of 
Efissene Habre's rejection of banding 
over the hostage, and the continua- 
tion of his attempt to blackmail the 
French Government and the 
Claustre family,- the Chad rebels 
decided on his discharge ' and 
removal from the command of the 
second army at the front which was 
taken over by Goukouni.” 

The rebels threatened several 
times to execute Mrs. Claustre, who 
had entered their domain searching 
tor ancient desert tombs. 

French aircraft flew over the 
desolate region, where Mrs. Claustre 
was held in harsh conditions, drop- 
ping messages to the guerrillas. At 
one time they parachuted in a radio 
set over which further negotiations 
took place. 

But the talks were seemingly 
fruitless. Last year officials in Paris 
were sayingprlvately they had given 
up their attempts to save the cap- ' 
fives. Then came the power shift in 
tfie rebel camp! It provided the first 
glimmer of hope for the captive 
Claustres. 1

SELLING Eilat expertise in Uu- 
Canbbran Is a success story that 
began in 1 071 with a burst ear-drum. 

The unfortunate car belungs to the 
evt-r-smillng and energetic en- 
trepreneur Morris Kahn a South 
African-born Israeli who gave up his 
successful Jeweller} 1 business In 
Benoni, near Johannesburg, and 
came to Israel in 1986. Having settl- 
ed comfortably in Moshav Bet Y an- 
nul, where he still lives. Kahn 
started looking around fora business 
that would fulfill a local need. 

That was 20 years ago, before 
Israel could afford any affluence, 
and Kahn decided that the most sen- 
aible means of locomotion was by 
bicycle. So he opened a bicycle fac- 
tory. It was the first of many 
profitable enterprises which came to 
include the Colden Pages adver- 
tising directory. Kahn bought It from 
the American conglomerate ITT . He 
also opened a company selling 
advertising space on street-corner il- 
luminated signs, and he took over 
the ’This Week In Israel” weekly 
entertainment guide. 

And then Kahn discovered Eilat. 
Aa his sons grew up. he took them 
diving In the Red Sea. Until one day 
in 1071. when rising too rapidly from 
a dive, he burnt an ear-drum. He 
stayed the rest of the week In Eilat. 

No longer able to dive, he began to 
think about the majority of people, 
now Including himself, who would 
never dive and about what they were 
missing In the fantastic beauty, 
colour and excitement of life below 
the tie.-i. He decided to build G>r;il 
World, the underwater observatory 
and aquarium at Cural Bench Eilui 
that has been a smashing success 
since the day It opened In April 1975. 

A must for every visitor to Eilat, a 
visit to Coral World was also on the 
itinerary of Mexican Foreign 
Minister Rabassa, who came on a 
"peace- making” mission to Israel in 
December, 2079 rafter Mexico's un- 
fortunute stand on the UN resolution 
coupling Zionism with Racism).

He then called David Friedman. 
Eilat ’s veteran marine specialist, 
wild sluvks and maintains the Eilat 
Aquarium, and Elton Levy, who 
nianagi-s the whole EilaL complex^ 
and the three of them made on on- 
the-spot ecological survey and 
planned the new project on Lhe basis 
of their Eilat experience. Different 
conditions there called for the un- 
derwater observatory, which will go 
down to a depth of nearly five metres 


to be built of concrete as will the j 
bridge linking :t to 16 dunams of 
beach to be developed with an 
aquarium, a mar .time museum j 
tshnwing the fcslcry of the islands, !

Sharply higher business taxes in 
the Capitol for 1977V7H could cause 
serious new friction between the 
Municipality and the local business 
community. 

The opening barrage In the battle 
against the increased levy up by 
100 per cent in some cares — was 
sounded on Sunday by Avraham 
Birr.baum. He is secretary of both 
the Jerusalem Merchants Associa- 
tion — a retailers' organization — 
and me Business Coordinating 
Chamber, which Includes the coun- 
cils of all of Jerusalem's trade and 
sender Industries. 

Birnbaum told The Jerusalem 
Post the new business tax bills being 
mailed now raise business taxes as 
follows : by 35 per cent where present 
tax bills do not exceed IU ,000 : by 50 
per cent for present payers of IU ,000 

to JLC.0DQ; and by 100 per cent for 
businesses presently paying between 
IU, 0O0 and IU 0.000 1 the latter being 
the present tax ceiling). 

As a result of the increases, the 
ceiling will rise to IL20.000 per year. 

Birnbaum told The Past the in- 
creases, effective April 1, are “a bla- 
tant violation of the Government's 
own decision, aa stated In the propos- 
ed budget, that local taxes shall not 
rise by more than 25 per cent.** 

That increase is supposed to 
parallel the expected advance of the 
Consumer Price Index during the 
coming budget year. 

"The new situation is really 
preposterous,” Birnbaum stated. 


**For many years Jerusalem 
shopkeepers have been paying 
business taxes hundreds of per cent 
higher than those paid In Tel Aviv 
and Haifa. With the new increases, 
the gap will really become un- 
believable — and all this when taxes 
here should actually be reduced, to 
spur the economic growth of the 
Capital.’* 

According to Birnbaum, the same 
sized and similarly located shops In 
Haifa and Jerusalem now pay an- 
nual business taxes of 111 .000 and 
ILx.OQO respectively. After April 1. 
following tax Increases in both cities, 
the respective tax bills will be XLl.- 
250 and IU 8.000. 

Jerusalem City Treasurer Yosef 
Uzieii last night defended the tax 
hikes. He told 77U? Post: ‘"Hie 

Knesset last November gave 

municipalities authority to raise 
lucal taxes retroactively. Jerusalem 
did not take advantage of this provi- 
sion, which means local 
businessmen actually got a year's 
reprieve. So why are they crying 
now? For five years we haven't 
touched the semi-sacred business 
tax celling of ELxo.ooo, even as the 
price index soared by hundreds of 
per cent.” 

In May 1975, several Jerusalem 
merchants refused to pay their tax- 
es, and police-supported tax collec- 
tors had to go from store to store and 
seize merchandise in lieu of tax 
payments.

Developing medical social services

The American Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee ( JDC) has 
embarked on a long-range 
programme in Israel to develop 
social service In hospitals and to 
cope with the shortage of medical 
social workers. JDC Is dividing EL4 
million between the Haifa University 
School of Social Work and Haifa's 
Rambaxn and Rothschild Hospitals 
to develop a tralnlngprogramme for 
medical social workers and to act up 
social service departments at the 
hospitals. 

JDC’s financial support will be on 
a decreasing scale during a five-year 
perio d^ a q.the Ministry. ofHealth, in 
a phased takeover,' assumes fiscal 
responsibility for the social services 
In the two hospitals. 

At present, there is no such depart- 
ment at either institution. Rothschild 
Hospital, which has 400 beds and is 
expected to expand to S00, has only 
three social workers. Rambam 
Hospital has 800 beds, hut only five 
soda] workers. 


Eliahu profits 
jump by ILllm.

Eliahu Insurance Company’s 
before-tax profits have Increased 
from ILfi.Bm. in 1975 to IUT.Sm. in 
1976, according to the balance sheet 
just published by the company. 

The company's Investments In 
government bonds rose from IL78m. 
to ILi29.6m.. and loans given by the 
company with government 
guarantee increased from ILSfim. to 
IL96.3m., while cash on hand nearly 
tripled from IL6.9m. in 1976 to 
1128.4m. in 1976, thus considerably 
Improving the company's liquidity 
position. 

Two-thirds of the company's after- 
tax profits of IL6m. were ap- 
propriated to the reserve, the 
remainder being appropriated for 
payment of a 24 per cent net dividend 
and for the allotment of 12 per cent 
bonus shares. 

The company has recently been 
placing the main emphasis on Its life 
insurance business. Life insurance 
premiums have gone up from 
IL21.2m. to IL31.7m. in 1976. As ar 
result, total revenue from premiums 
went up from ILSB.Sm. last year to 
I La 77m . in 1976 — an increase of 30 
per cent. This is in reality greater 
than reflected In the company's ac- 
counts, for the premiums on car In- 
surance transferred to "Avner". the 
roof organization established by 
several insurance companies after 
the introduction of compulsory car 
insurance, are not Included in that 
figure. 


On the basis of a study, JDC found 
that too often expensive medical 
care is not fully exploited, or is even 
wasted, when the patients’ social 
conditions on discharge are 
detrimental to their speedy recovery 
and rehabilitation. The absence of a 
social . service department in the 
hospitals, the JDC maintains, had 
led to many frustrations and ten- 
sions. both among the medical staff, 
whose work is often hampered, and 
among patients, whose needs are 
frequently neglected or unrecogniz- 
ed. 

One major purpose of the 
programme ..Is to enable. Israel's 
overcrowded hospitals to extend 
better care at less expense by utiliz- 
ing trained social workers to direct 
potential patients to existing 
medical sendees within the com- 
munity which could provide them 
with better care at lessexpense. thus 
preventing unnecessary hospitaliza- 
tion.

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Labour Party test 


THE LABOUR PARTY today elects Its national convention. 
This will set the final stage for selection of the party’s top 
leadership and for the national elections which are only three 
and a half months away. 

The internal elections are due in no little measure to Prime 
Minis ter Rabin’s and Party Secretary-General Zarmi'a in- 
sistence on democratizing' party procedures. The purpose was 
to end the practice of entrenching the party's machine men in 
unchallenged power and to finally dissolve the separate con- 
stituent historic streams, Mapal, Rafi and Ahdut Ha'avoda, 
which joined to form Labour in 1968. 

But Rabin's and Zarmi’s convictions and power did not suffice 
to take the full steps needed to attain these ends. The party’s en- 
tire top leadership — its Ministers, Knesset Members, HUrtadrut 
and Labour Council heads, municipal leaders, Jewish Agency 
executives and directors of its economic institutions - indeed, 
the entire membership of the current Central Committee will 
not stand for election. Instead they will be the beneficiaries of a 
tacit agreement to coopt the Central Committee in toto onto the 
convention, where they will undoubtedly serve as the major 
candidates for the new Central Committee. 

The country will not know on Wednesday morning what it 
most wants to know: whether Mr. Rabin or Mr. Peres has won a 
majority in the new convention. There are simply too many per- 
sonal, local and interest group factors influencing today's vote 
to permit such an analysis. So the race for the party leadership- 
will go into even higher gear now that it can "be focussed on a 
specific target, the convention members and the likely, can- 
didates for the Central Committee who will have to decide 
between Mr. Rabin and Mr. Peres. 

Two aspects of today’s vote deserve special attention: the 
percentage of the 230,000 party members actually voting and the 
number and performance of the party activists who will be get- 
ting out the vote. 

There is widespread agreement that the 260,000 figure for the 
party's registered membership included a substantial element, 
of fiction. How much of that figure la true will be determined by 
today's vote. Voter turnout will be an important indicator of 
the party’s internal strength from which it can hope to spread ' 
its message to non-party voters in the general elections and of 
its state of morale. 

The turnout and effectiveness of the party cadres in getting 
out the vote will provide an important vindicator of how thin 
traditional source of Labour Party strength will perform In 
the general elections. 

Today's poll will, of course be, held under the cloud of the 
defection of some leading party members to Prof. Yadin’s 
Democratic Movement for Change. The work that went into 
organizing the election was supposed to symbolize Mr. Rabin's 
ability to realize the slogan under which he assumed power in 
1974: a government of continuity and change. But now that 
slogan, as a Labour symbol, is being diluted. - 


Better safe than sorry 


REPORTS in the press about neglectful handling of Incoming 
flights by air traffic controllers (at present applying sanctions 
in Ben-Gurion Airport) appear to be baseless. It is important to 
scotch these rumours at the source, because they can create ap- 
prehension among passengers, without proper reason. 

The best way to maintain confidence is to say out loud for all 
to hear — including parties to other work disputes — that there 
is a law in the land concerning these things. Sanctions are apt to 
cause inconvenience and delays. Indeed the flight controllers 
have no compunction about pressing their wage and other 
claims by slowing down the departure of scheduled flights. Such 
obstructions create irritation among travellers, hut they are not 
illegal. 

It is another thing to modify, even by one iota, the procedures 
for guiding aircraft in to land. Any person guilty of laxity, 
whether by responding slowly to a signal, or keeping planes in 
the air longer than necessary, or making them come down 
where they do not usually come down, has committed&n offence 
against the law. 

The warning may be superfluous, but it bears repeating.

Labour Party crisis 


MA’ARIV (independent): "The 
crisis affecting the Labour Party to- 
day is first and foremost a result of 
shaken confidence in the present 
leadership. The manner in which the 
Cabinet functions, the relations 
between its members and the pauci- 
ty of ita achievements in the 
economic and social sphere are only, 
one side of the coin. There is also the 
acute feeling that the oid power cen- 
tres of the party have crumbled, 
while no new ones have come to 
replace them. There is no central 
. factor that can -unite the ranks, no 
personality capable of ironing out 
the differences,' .nothing to draw 
back Into the fold those who enter- 
tain doubts and are toying with the 
Idea of joining other groups. 

“The threatened exit from the par- 
ty of Meir Amit and his friends has 
come as a shock to the leadership 
awl the rank file. It haw suddenly 
emerged that there are leading per- 
sonalities in the party who are no 
longer sure it can veer back to the 
right course. Or that there is any 


further point to internal struggles for 
change. The differences are too fun- 
damental, the rifts cut too deep. 

"The members of the Labour Par- 
ty who are going to elect their 
delegates to the party conference 
cannot perhaps exert much in- 
fluence on party policies. But the in- 
ternal elections will be a first step hi 
a process that must either lead to 
drastic changes — or to a bad defeat 
in the elections." 

YEDIOT AHARONOT (Inde- 
pendent) ; "The Democratic 
Movement for Change is a reflection 
of a rebellion of part of the former 
Mapai supporters against the pre- 
sent leadership... The majority of 
those who have joined the new party 
group are erstwhile Mapai 
adherents. While Shimon Peres 
represents a rebellion from within 
against the Labour Party 
leadership, Yadln represents a 
rebellion from outside. The greatest 
danger from Yadin’s group is not to 
the party as such, but to its current' 
leadership."

THE BUDGET presented last Mon- 
day is still being criticized from 
various viewpoints. Much lias been 
made of the fact that.it is unlikely to 
be Approved as it stands, because fer- 
tile first time in the history of Israel 
we have a -government without a 
parliamentary' majority. 

The constitutional tangle may 
create some technical difficulties, 
but by and large Oils . Issue is & red 
herring. Anyone who expects major 
changes by the next government — 
and that means any next govern- 
ment — simply overlooks the broad 
consensus which exists among the 
majority of the political parties on 
economic matters. Even if that con- 
sensus reflects the mutual 
neutralization of different pressure 
groups rather than agreement in 
principle, not much more can beex- 
pected from any conceivable fixture 
government than perhaps some 
shifts of emphasis. 

Whatever the outcome of the elec- 
tions, it is still likely that the Labour 
Party will form the next govern- 
ment. Even U the Likud .would 
become the majority party, any 
changes in economic policies would 
likely be more of form than sub- 
stance. Moreover, the chances are 
that the next government will have a 
weaker parliamentary basis. There 
will, therefore, be even more com- 
promise between the demands of 
various interest groups than today: 
At the same time, the Influence of 
. the experts, and technocrats will be 
further strengthened. 


As a result we . may view the 
budget as a very good approxima- 
tion of the policies that will be follow- 
ed by the post-election government 
as well. The fact that for the time be- 
ing, as part of the parliamentary 
ceremonial, the Knesset will not 
authorise a ‘ full year's 
budget.. .makes no real difference. 
This is especially true, since some of 
the expenditures made in the first 
hall of the fiscal year predetermine 
what will have to be spent in the se- 
cond half. In addition, and perhaps 
more importantly, major chunks of 
the budget represent commitments 
an which no government can go back 
at short notice. 

The budget is under criticism for 
what it is, for what it intends to do, 
for what it falls to do and for what it 
expects to do but will, not be able to 
accomplish. The declared policy ob- 
jectives, as formulated by Mr. 
R&binowitx In his budget address, 
are to ameliorate the balance of 
payments, to curb inflation, to In- 
duce growth on the basis ot struc- 
tural change in the economy, to en- 
sure full employment, and to 
guarantee the services and the real 
Income of the weak social strata. 

A first criticism raised against the 
budget is that it is too large. This ob- 
jection has different versions which 
mean different things. The first is 
that the budget is too large in rela-

tion to the . Gross National Product. 
According to this argument, a 
budget which is roughly equal in size 
to the Gross National Product means 
that each lira of national product 
passes through the government 
which thus' controls nearly all 
economic activity. 

Moreover, it is argued, such a. 
large budget makes for in-built in- 
flationary pressures. The reason for 
this is that once the government is 
committed to a certain expenditure, 
it will carry it out whether or not it 
obtains the necessary revenues from 
taxes or borrowing. .If there is a 
shortfall in revenue, It will, run a 
bigger deficit, that is. It will print 
money. This will, of course , fan infla- - 
fion. Equally, if prices rise more 
than expected, real-term expen- 
diture will, nevertheless, be carried 
out.- Again printing money will be 
necessaxy, and Inflation will be ' 
accelerated. . ‘ - 

While much of this. argument la 
valid, the comparison with the Gross 
National Product is not very 
meaningful, for it compares like 
with unlike. To the extent that the 
budget represents 'the purchase of 1 
goods and services by the govern- . 
ment, it is valid to' compare it with 
the GNF. But large parts of the. 
budget are financial transactions 
and others are only formally part of 
the budget and could equally well 
have been outside it 

What such comparisons mean to 
say — and to this they have meaning 
— (s that a large budget indicates a 
high degree of government interven- 
tion in the economy. 

How artificial some of the budget 
inflation is can best be seen by con- 
sidering, for example, the HA billion 
in export incentives. Had the curren- 
cy been devalued a little more, and 
the incentives abolished, the real 
situation nf the exporters wdtildhave 
.been the same (probably better, 
since more efficient) and the budget 
would have been smaller by HAb. 

By the same token if tile Govern- 
ment would abolish the present sub- 
sidies on basic food products, 
another Hfib. would disappear from 
expenditures even 11 the cost of liv- 
ing. and therefore government 
salaries went up as a result 

If the government would lend and 
borrow less, the budget would again 


decrease by huge amounts, even if It 
would continue to subsidize in- 
terest rates through the budget.' 

The government could cut down 
the budget further by divesting Itself 
of some of its economic enterprises 
like the railways and postal- 
telephone services, turning them 
Into public companies. 

These, in fact, are some of the 
necessary directions of change, 
although it is by no means implied 
that government enterprise and in- 
tervention are necessarily bad. 
Treasury officials point repeatedly 
to the budget’s inflexibility. But 
much of that rigidity is ot the 
government's own making. 
Withdrawal by the government from 
a wide range of activities and tran- 
sactions which could be pursued as 
well, and probably better, outside 
the government would be the best 
way to relieve the budget's inflex- 
ibilities. It would reduce the necessi- 
ty and temptation to maintain expen- 
ditures at the level to which the 
government has committed itself by 
accelerating inflation. 

■ This, however. Is not the entire 
story. Not only Is the budget ar- 
tificially Inflated by superfluous- 
government intervention in the 
economic process — it is also too 
large in Teal terms. Again, there is 
Utile point in attacking the govern- 
ment again and again for having too 
many officials. The' way to reduce 
the number of pubtic servants is to 
abolish some of their functions. 

But even that does not really touch 
the heart of the problem. For exam- ‘ 
pie, defence, our largest stogie 
budget expenditure, la criticized for 
its size only with great hesitation. 
Most analysts know too little about 
the details or even the overall pic- 
ture to be able to criticize 
meaningfully. Yet, defence cannot be 
an immutable magnitude. It must 
have its price in terms of other ob- 
jectives that have to be given up. 

And If there is a limit, the choice 
cannot be made on the basis of 
predominantly military con- 
siderations, nor can it be a kind of 
bargaining between the Defence 
Ministry and toe Treasury. We must 
determine not only what defence we 
need but also how much we can af- 
ford — and that latter consideration 
is itself a defence consideration. For 


defence has an economic and- social 
'dimension as well as a military and 
political one. 

The second largest item 6f expen- 
diture — - debt repayment — seems 
possibly even more ipflexible than .' 
defence. Is it conceivable, it will be 
asked with righteous indignation 
that the government should renege 
on ita debts? ■ - . j 

.Our answer would be firmly in toe 
affirmative, at least with' respect to 
certain categories of the domestic 
debt. But although the difference . 
between certain kinds of compulsory ' 
loans and debt repudiation can be 
regarded as one of degree. It is not 
really necessary to go so far as. a 
mdratorium. The burden of debt 
repayment can be lightened without 
a declaration of bankruptcy. There 
. are revenue sources which are an 
alternative to borrowing — among 
them toe taxation, of capital gains 
from inflation'. Nor is the 
government’s borrotomg toe- chief 
culprit: it is toe manner of its len- 
ding that deprives it of toe ability to 
balance its books on capital account. 

The third-largest, seemingly in- 
flexible Item of expenditure comes, 
under the heading of- transfer' 
payments. In part, these too are only 
an artificial inflation of the budget, 
no more than an ■ accounting 
procedure. For example: if instead 
of paying the child allowances 
through the National Insurance we 
had continued to give tax deductions 
as before the Income tax reform, the 
- budget would have been smaller by 
ELI. 6 billion. We have already given 
‘toe example of the HAb. In export in- 
centives, -which should be absorbed 
through devaluation. In addition we 
have a gross amount of IIA.Sb. in 
food and fuel subsidies in the 1977 
budget. The bulk ot these' is really a 
subsidy to the producers, although’ 
the Histadrut fights tooth and nail' 
for their maintenance in the name of 
protecting the living standards of the 
needy. 

Of course, if these subsidies were 
abolished, the producers would try to 
raise prices and toe cost of living 
■would go up. But economists have 
for long argued, and- everybody 
agrees in principle, that whenever 
subsidies are needed they should be 
given not to the product, which is 
consumed by rich and poor (and

National service for women 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I was shocked and appalled 
at toe bias and naive attitude ot your 
editorial writer toward the stand of 
religious Jews who Insist on protec- 
ting their daughters from immorali- 
ty by keeping them out of the army, 
in toe protective environment • of 
their homes (December 29). 

The issues here are too simple to 
be cast aside with statements that 
"overprotectionist attitudes are an 
overlap from the age of toe ghetto, — 
girls no longer have to be bidden 
away ...." How naive. Have you ever 
been around boys? Have you ever 
been around soldiers? Boys will be 
boys, and girls are fair game — es- 
pecially "naive," uninitiated ones 
from certain homes. If this were not 
so, then the rate of abortions in 
Israel wouldn't be among the highest 
in the world. . 

This is not to suggest that there 
aren't any fine Israeli boys in and 
out of the army who are not 
religious; it is to insist that’ there are 
so many of the other kind. 

Religious Jews are opposed, you 
said it. to any form of 
"mobilization." We arc opposed to 


placing girls under the authority or 
control of men, or even women, who 
do not share our insistence that girls 
not be seduced, or tempted, even 
that they be exposed to an immoral 
atmosphere. 

It is true that some religious 
families permit their daughters to 
accept various jobs. This is fine,, so 
long as toe decision is that of the 
father and his daughter — not of 
some clerk who has a quota to fill. 
Each family Is different, each 
daughter is different and each job Is 
different. 

The headlines which daily 
dominate the pages of The 
Jerusalem Post' reflect a dramatic 
decline and downhill trend in the 
ethical and moral fiber of Israeli 
society. The time has come to 
promote, not destroy, toe religious 
standards that have made Jewish 
families the foundation of a strong 
Jewish people. It is time Israel aban- 
doned the draft forall girls, religious 
and non -religious. This would make 
for an even stronger army — cer- 
tainly for a stronger society.
